OFTEN SEEX WHEN NOT WANTED.

Eenator Osbourn Trying Hard to Prove
Cruelty at Huntingdon,

#EPPCTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOM.1
SoMERSET, April 5.—The smsll party
who lett Rockwood last night for the moon-
shine distriet bave not yet returned or been
heard from. The party was composed of
Justice of the Peace Gildner, his brother,
Constable Frederick Dupont and Special

Revenue Agent Fisher, They were
asccompanied by & mountaineer who
claimed that he would conduct them
tn the place where Miller and

Pritts were concealed, and went armed with
Winchester rifles and warrants for the arrest
ot Miller, Pritts and a half dozen of their
accomplices,

1t is generally believed here this evening
that this gallant little party has been taken
into camp by the murderers and their
friends, and that, ns a penalty for their rash-
ness, they will be held prisoners in one of
the moonshine cuves for n few days, when
they will be conducted to safety outside of
the moonshine district, and given their
liberty.

CoLvxsus, 0., April 5.—[Spesial]—The
House to-day passed Senator AMcMaken's
dental bill, after adopting an amendment by
which a practitioner, who has practiced
dentistry for three years instead of six,
shall not be tequired to pass the examina-
tion.

rovides for the appointment of a State

rd of five dentists, who shall receive 85 n
day while in session, to be paid cut of the
fees collected.

Every new applicant must pay $10as a fee,
and If he passes a satisfuctory examination
he is given a certificate by the board, which
entitles him to practice dentistry in Ohio.
The old dentist= are required togeta cer-
tificate from the board, bat are not req nired
to pass the examination. The ecertificate
costs them $2.

SERATOR 0SBOURN'S EFFORTA

By Means of Boy Witnesses He Does Hls
Best to Prove Cruelty at Huntingdon,

PHILADELPHIA, March 0.—The State Board
of Charities to-day continued its investiga~

tion of charges of cruelty against the man-

agement of the Huntingdon Heformatory.
The sworn statement of Henry Albartus, an
inmate, was offered inevidence to refute
statements made by Senator Osbourn’s wit-
nesses. Albertus states that he wentto some
of the boys and promised to have them re.
leased in & few days if they told him all the
truth. Senator Osbourn characterized this
a8 an outrageous statement and unworthy
of belief. The statement was withdrawn In
order to send for the boy.

The testimony of the morning was chiefly
by Senator Osbourn, In showing that fu-
mwntes of the institution who have died have
been ill-treated previons to their death b
means of solitary confinement and the
and chgin. Philip R. Evans, who died of
consumption one month after release, had
been subjeoted to this trentment, according
to the story he told before his death. An-
otner Ind, John MeGinnis, who died in the
reformatory of consumption, had esceaped
some time befo and on his return wis
oblized to wear a ball and ehain,which were
produced, Thomas Clark, another inmate,
sald that MeGinnis was under the doetor's
enre while undergoing this punishment. No
record of this rpunhhmant could be found in
the books of the institution, rlthdugh
Deputy Superintendent Smith admitted it to
be correct,

Edward Conlon was recalled, e said that
Harry Anderson had been placed in solitary
confinement for over three months, and
thut when he came out he hardly knew him,
he was so thin and wasted. He said healso
knew W. F. Chick, who was in solltary con-
finement for two months. Senator ourn
stited that he introduced this testimony es
agninst that of Superintendent FPatton,
who testifled at a previous mesting that the
average time for solitnry confinement was
from 6 to 18 davs. Thomas Dickerson, a
brother of the dead boy,testified that he went
to Huntingdon on the 12th of March to bring
Willlam howe, William told him then that
Deputy Superintendent Sinith had ealled
him atupid und hnd kioked him in the ribs,
The fure attraneted Thomas' attention, and
he sald to his brother. Do yon always have

In reply Wjlliam sald they did not, but a
displny was being made for his benefit, ns
the officials knew of his coming. He brought
his brother home with him and he died four
daye later, Dr. Miller, attending physician
nt the reformatory, here said that boys who
wers sick were allowed to have what they
wished to eat.
